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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

2. Claims 39-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Walters, Jr. 
(6,360,347). 

Claims 39-41, Walters, Jr. discloses a flash memory comprising: 
a memory sector (2) with a plurality of flash memory cells (col. 1, lines 10-33); 
a data buffer (810), which output read and write data from the memory sector to an 
external device; 
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an error correction circuit (4) that receives the uncorrected read data from the memory 
sector, the error correction circuit correcting at least some of the uncorrected read data when an 
error has been detected in the uncorrected read data, and outputting corrected data to the data 
buffer, wherein, when the data buffer receives corrected read data from the error correcting 
circuit, the data buffer outputs the corrected read data to the external device. Walters, Jr does not 
specifically disclose that the data buffer output uncorrected read data from the memory sector to 
an external device. However, Walters, Jr does teach data read from or data written to the 
memory array are transfer to external device or a host system (col 4, lines 3-15). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was 
made, to include outputting uncorrected read data from the memory array to the external device 
as one desired if needed. The advantage of Walters, Jr 5 invention is that it can be able to correct 
data errors more efficiently than conventional serial processing while allowing for a simpler and 
less expensive hardward structure than that required for conventional parallel processing. 

3. Claims 3-7, 15-19, 25-36 and 51-55 are allowable. 

4. Abstract: 

The abstract is objected to because of the following informalities: 
lines 3-5, "a control signal generation circuit" second occurent should be deleted; and 
line 8, "write means" should be changed to - - write circuit - -. In addition, the abstract is 
also objected to because it contents more than 150 words. Appropriate correction is required. 
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5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 

separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc.
